A MAN has been found 
guilty of using a cricket bat 
to strike a topless man to the 
back of the head following a 
violent outbreak in Soham 
town centre. 

Ian Tucker, of High Street, 
Soham, was accused of 
beating a Polish man with a 
bat in the middle of the road 
outside the former Red Lion 
pub - also in the town’s High 
Street. 

Despite denying the alle- 
gations, the 43-year-old was 
found guilty of three charg- 
es of affray, possession of an 
offensive weapon and as- 
sault by beating at the con- 
clusion of the four-day trial 
at Cambridge Crown Court 
on Monday. 

During the proceedings, 
the court heard he got in- 
volved following a distur- 


the road in the early hours of 
Sunday, March 2, last year. 

Jacob Edwards, prosecut- 
ing, told the court last week 
the incident followed a fight 
between a group of men 
outside the Red Lion pub. 

“Outside the Red Lion 
pub a disturbance broke out 
which involved 10 to 12 peo- 
ple,” he said. 

Tucker was not involved in 
the “initial fighting” around 
1.45am — but it was alleged 
that he came towards the 
group with a bat later on. 

The court heard that 
Tucker then struck the top- 
less man lying in the road 
with the weapon. 

CCTV footage showed sev- 
eral men — including the vic- 
tim — ending up in the road 
following a fight while a man 
with a bat, wearing a black 


cricket bat attack 


then struck the victim with 
the bat before leaving. 

During the trial, Tucker 
told the jury that he was 
asleep in his nearby flat with 
his 10-stone Rottweiler at 
the time of the incident. 

The former supermar- 
ket worker claimed he first 
found out about the fracas 
the morning after when a 
neighbour asked him if he 
had heard the commotion. 

Addressing Tucker on 
Monday, Judge Gareth 
Hawkesworth adjourned 
the case for sentencing the 
week commencing Monday, 
July 20 and ordered pre- 
sentence reports to be pre- 
pared.

VILLAGERS are delighted 
after contentious plans for 
three wind turbines near 
their homes were withdrawn. 

Bosses at REG Windpower 
withdrew their application 
to put up turbines on land at 
Berry Fen — land in between 
Haddenham and Aldreth — 
last Thursday. 

A decision on the propos- 
als was due to be made at the 
district council’s planning 
committee yesterday (July 
I; 

Members of the Stop Ber- 
ry Fen Wind Farm (SBFWF) 
group say they and the hun- 
dreds of people who sup- 
ported them are “relieved 
and delighted”. 

The group’s co-chairman, 
district councillor Steve 
Cheetham, said: “As resi- 
dents, we had no choice but 
to defend ourselves against 
this application. 

“Tt has been an exhausting, 
expensive and highly stress- 


ful fight against a wind farm 
developer with far more re- 
sources and time than our 
small community can mus- 
ter. 

“However, we were con- 
vinced that this scheme 
would do nothing but harm, 
and our community came 
together to resist it. 

“Over 600 letters of objec- 
tion, coupled with our com- 
pelling supporting evidence, 
demonstrated to the council 
and to REG that there was 
no justification for this wind 
farm. 

“Additionally, the Govern- 
ment has now withdrawn 
the subsidies that were REG’s 
main reason for siting it here. 

“This is a victory for the 
tenacity of ordinary peo- 
ple who believe that their 
beautiful landscape is worth 
preserving for future genera- 
tions. 

“A blight has now been 
lifted from our lives and our 
community. We look forward 
to the rapid removal of the 
now redundant anemometer 
mast.” 


Bruce Caldwell, project 
manager at REG Windpower, 
the scheme had been with- 
drawn due to “constraints on 
the local grid network”. 

He said: “We are disap- 
pointed that we have with- 
drawn the Berry Fen wind 
farm planning application. 


“This is due to constraints | 


on the local grid network, 
which affect the scheme’s vi- 
ability. 

“We are grateful for the 
feedback of the local com- 
munity over the past 18 
months and still believe this 
site has excellent potential 
for generating much-needed 
renewable electricity.” 

The firm submitted its 
plans last June. The original 
plan was for four turbines, 
but in a bid to placate cam- 
paigners, the firm reduced 
the number of turbines to 
three — and reduced the pro- 
posed height of each turbine 
from 130m to their tip to 
125m instead. 

Mr Caldwell said the firm 
has “no further plans for the 
site at this stage”.

THE contract for building 
Ely’s multi-million pound 
new leisure centre will soon 
be put out to tender — and 
East Cambridgeshire Dis- 
trict Council (ECDC) hopes 
to award it to a local com- 
pany.

“After many years of dis- 
cussions, two years ago the 
Conservative group at ECDC 
decided to push the scheme 
forward and deliver some- 
thing that everyone can be 
proud of. 


“The new cinema. at 


JORDAN DAY 
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Downham Road is a tre- 
mendously exciting scheme 
and it is our vision to site 
the leisure centre alongside 
the cinema, simultaneously 
providing new car parking 
for the rugby club and im- 
provements for the football 
club. 

“All the sports facilities at 
Downham Road will ben- 
efit from new road access, 
not to mention the excellent 
underpass that will allow 
cycles and pedestrians to 
safely visit the complex.” 

As previously reported, 
investigation works at the 
proposed site have started 
and the plan is for the centre 
to boast an eight-lane 25m 
swimming pool, a learner 
pool, a health and fitness 
suite boasting 120 stations, a 
four-court sports hall, a full- 
size artificial grass pitch and 
activity studios. 

Cllr Palmer said: “Leisure 
centres are expensive, make 
no mistake the cost of this 
facility will be high. 


“It is my job to make sure 
the council can afford to 
provide for our growing 
population as well as bal- 
ance its budget. 

“This is not an easy task 
given the ever decreasing 
government grant the coun- 
cil receives but one I am de- 
termined to rise to the chal- 
lenge. 

“We will very soon be go- 
ing out to tender with the 
leisure centre, only then will 
we have certainty over the 
cost and therefore, be able 
to properly decide on how it 
can be paid for. 

“I am duty bound to get 
the best price for the tax- 
payer but we hope to be able 
to award this work to a local 
company. I would like the 
people who build this centre 
to be part of the community 
that use it. 

“I am convinced that we 
have the businesses _ that 
can provide a high quality 
leisure centre for the best 
possible price and would 
encourage them to contact 
the council to register their 
interest.”

Cycle storage 
will be free 


ALLOW me to respond to Ralph 
Bonnett’s assertion in last week’s 
letters page that we are about to 
charge for our customers to leave 
their bikes at Ely station. 

Nothing could be further from the 
truth. We are currently investing in 
new cycle racks at the station and 


at the same time increasing cycle 
parking capacity by 50 per cent. 

We are also responding to those 
who have asked for more security 
at the cycle park by offering a new 
secure compound with key fob 
access. This facility has proved 
popular at many of our stations, 
and involves the payment of a small 
deposit for the key fob, which is 
returned in full when the customer 
wishes to stop the arrangement. 
There is no daily charge involved. 

For those not wishing to use this 
facility, the majority of the cycle racks 
will still be open to all — and again 
with no daily charge. 

This investment has a specific 
purpose. We do encourage walking 
and cycling as sustainable modes 
of access to our stations, and we 
acknowledge the environmental 
benefits and congestion relief that 
these bring. The majority of our 
customers arrive at Ely station by 
these modes of travel, so it is only 
appropriate that we invest where we 
can to improve facilities for them. 

As for consultation, we are one 
of the few train operators to run 
a regular cycle forum, and | have 
attended meetings of the Ely Cycle 
Forum on at least three occasions 
in the last two years to explain our 





investment proposals for the station, 
as well as providing updates for the 
Ely Cycling Campaign. 

We hope that all cyclists using the 
station will enjoy the benefits of this 
investment.

WHILE sympathising with some 
residents using green spaces within 
the city, we should remember that 
UK meadows are now almost non- 
existent. 

Bees depend upon wild flower 
meadows and we depend upon bees 
to fertilise crops, so frequent grass 
cutting is ultimately suicidal. 

Clearly, many areas within the city 
need not be cut regularly; they could 
instead become attractive urban 
meadows. 

This is certainly true of the city’s 
western fringes, from the north end of 
Downham Road down to Witchford 
Road. 

Such grass areas should be cut just 
annually, after July, when the flowers 
have fulfilled their service to the bees, 
to other wildlife, and to us. 

Reduction of grass cutting in 
public areas and, indeed of road 
verges nationally, could also achieve 
considerable cost savings.

A CHARITY fundraiser is taking 
to the skies in memory of inspira- 
tional cancer victim Stephen Sut- 
ton MBE.

Posh crisps are so in vogue, with Cambridgeshire company Corkers 
proving king of the crunch. The secret ingredient? An unrivalled and 
utterly infectious passion for potatoes. LYDIA FALLON heads to the 
company’s Fenland farm to discover more 


near Ely, home to artisan crisp 

company Corkers, | can’t help 
but see the humble potato in a whole 
new light. 

“Tasted one spud, tasted them 
all,” has long been my mantra, but 
after chatting to Fenland farmer and 
Corkers co-founder Ross Taylor, | now 
realise the potatoes grown in these 
parts are far superior. 

Gazing out across the sprawling, 
pancake-flat fields, Ross tells me, eyes 
twinkling, that here in the Fens, the 
rich, black peaty soil is full of bog oak, 
giving his Naturalo potatoes a distinct, 
nutty taste. Packed with flavour and 
goodness, even the Irish, who, let’s 
be honest, know a thing or two about 
quality spuds, prefer the Willow Farm 
variety to their own. Quite the praise. 

“We talk about our potatoes like a 
fine wine,” Ross buzzes, a wide smile 
spreading across his face. “You’d go to 
the Napa Valley for the best wine, and 
we've got a similar thing here with our 
potatoes. 

“People think a potato is just a 
potato, but that’s not the case: where 
it’s grown and the quality of the soil is 
so important.” 

Munch on a packet of Corkers 
and you'll see what the fuss is about. 
Hand-cooked in fresh sunflower oil 
using a top-secret recipe, they’re 
perfectly crunchy and, just like a 
fine wine, devilishly moreish; the 
Gressingham Duck and Hoisin Sauce 
flavour is, in particular, a crisp of 
beauty. 

“That’s my favourite flavour 
too,” enthuses Ross. “And we rear 
the ducks here at the farm. It’s an 
amazing crisp; everyone loves it!” 

The story behind Corkers is a tale to 
warm your heart; friendship, family, 
and fun at the centre of it. 

Born and bred in the Fens, Willlow 
Farm has been in Ross’s family 
for generations. “Someone from 
my family was hanged during the 
Littleport riots — that’s how long 
we’ve been around,” he 
chuckles. 

Always outdoorsy, 
Ross enjoyed an idyllic 
childhood growing up 
on the 200-hectre 
potato farm (“I 
discovered how 
to grow the 
perfect 
spud 


from 


S INCE my visit to Willow Farm 


very young age”), before leaving aged 
17 to pursue a career in logistics. 

But, keen for a change, he returned 
in 2006, taking over the business from 
his father. “I was determined to find 
a way to make the farm as profitable 
as possible; to keep it going for future 
generations,” he explains. 

Ross’s school friend Rod Garnham, 
an aircraft engineer at Marshalls, 
was suffering from a similar case of 
itchy feet, and the pair decided to 
join forces and embark on a new 
adventure together. They started by 
selling potatoes in the raw, “but they 
were too ugly,” Ross laughs. “So we 
had to rethink the whole business 
model.” 

A holiday to Austria proved the 
turning point. “We were on a skiing 
trip, sat in this Austrian bar with a 
beer and eating these horrendous 
crisps. | turned to Rod and said: ‘Why 
don’t we make crisps?’ and Rod said: 
‘Why don’t we make crisps?!’ 

“| phoned my dad and asked him if 
our potatoes would make crisps. He 
said ‘Dunno. I’ve never tried. . .’” 

Realising the UK snack market is 
big business, the friends decided to 
take a sample of potatoes to a crisp 

manufacturer: “We 
washed them 
in the bath — 
we'd never 
washed 
potatoes 
before 
as we 
| always 
B® \ sold 
) them 
dirty 
— took 
them to 
this 
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factory in London, and when they 
came out they were that amazing, 
one crisp company wanted to buy the 
whole lot,” Ross laughs. 

“We thought: ‘Blimey, we’re really 
on to something here’.” 

The country was in the midst of 
recession at the time, but convinced 
their crisps were something special, 
Ross and Rod threw everything at 
getting the brand to market. 

First came the name, inspired by 
the expression ‘What a corker!’, 
and then the branding, which has 
a quintessentially British feel, with 
red telephone boxes, Union Jack- 
patterned guitars, cricket bats, classic 
minis and teapots tastefully etched on 
to the packaging. 

“We wanted to celebrate all the 
brilliant elements of our country,” 
Ross enthuses, “to create something 
nostalgic and which represented our 
childhood memories.” 

The famous Corkers flavour also 
needed fine-tuning, and, following 
months of consumer research, focus 
groups and taste trials (it’s a tough

job, but someone’s got to do it), 

they eventually settled on their core 
flavours: Pork Sausage and English 
Mustard, Sea Salt, Sea Salt and 

Black Pepper, Sweet Thai Chilli, Red 
Leicester and Caramelised Onion and 
Sea Salt and Cider Vinegar. 

Chuffed with the product they’d 
produced, Ross and Rod took the 
crisps along to a fine food fair (“We 
found out about it two weeks before 
so had to rush around like fools 
trying to get everything ready!”), but 
weren't prepared for such a brilliant 
reception. “We knew it was going to 
make or break us, and, amazingly, we 
ended up with a national listing from 
Harvey Nichols and British Airways,” 
remembers Ross. 

“We walked away from that show 
just going: ‘Oh my god, what do 
we do now?’. . . We had to find 
£100,000 to buy the packaging really 
quickly, but somehow we managed it, 
and then we were in business.” 

Slowly but surely, Corkers started 
to gain quite a following, and the 
pair took the rather risky decision to 
invest in their own 
factory, in Cyprus. 
“It’s ridiculous 
how much of a 
risk it was thinking 
back,” he chuckles. 
“We saw it on this 
online auction, and 
| said ‘No way am 
| going to ever buy 
anything 
from Cyprus’. Four hours later I’d 
bought a factory in Cyprus! 

“We had to run around finding 
thousands of pounds of money we 
hadn't got, pay for it the day before 
we even saw it, and then spend 
about three months trying to work 
out how to actually make the 
crisps. We couldn’t believe how 
scientific it was!” 

But, against all odds, they 
made it work. “We battled 
through, somehow. It was going 
_ to work regardless of anything; 
: failure wasn’t an 
option.”

Four years later and business 
couldn't be better. Corkers are now 
stocked at National Trust properties, 
the Tate and selected Waitrose stores, 
as well as independent pubs, shops 
and delicatessens across the region. 
They've recently won a clutch of 
awards, including Potato Grower of 
the Year from UK Growers and Best 
Regional Supplier from Waitrose, and, 
best of all, invested £1.4 million into 
building a factory on the family farm, 
meaning all produce can now be 
grown, prepared and hand-cooked 
on site. 

“There are not many businesses 
where you can sit in your boardroom 
and have a view like this,” smiles 
Ross, looking out the window to 
the fields glistening in the summer 
sunshine. “We're genuine farmers 
with a farm, not people trying to 
pretend they’re farmers.” 

But it’s not just this which makes 
Corkers so utterly unique. The 
company also lays claim to two 
Guinness World Records: the biggest 
ever bag of crisps — they filled a bag 
nearly as tall as a 
house with more 
than a tonne of crisps 
—and, even more 
impressively, the first 
bag of crisps sent into 
space. 

Yep, that’s right, 
in an experiment by 
Cambridge University 
researchers, a packet 
of Corkers was attached to a weather 
balloon and sent rocketing into space. 
“You could say our crisps are literally 
out of this world,” says Ross, half 
laughing, half apologising. 

“When it came down it landed 
about 10 yards from Mildenhall 
airbase; they nearly shot it down!” 

Aside from the world record 
attempts, Ross and Rod are busy 
expanding the range, vegetable crisps 
being the latest product added to the 
Corkers repertoire, as well as growing 
the business at home and abroad. 
“We really want East Anglia to be 
championing Corkers; we would love 
to see our crisps in every outlet in the 
region because this is where our roots 
are.” 

Who knows what the future might 
hold, but if Corkers’ first few years 
in business is anything to go by, it’s 
sure to be one helluva ride. 

“I could never have imagined 
what a success the past few 

years have been,” Ross says, a 
little disbelievingly. “When we 
produced our first box of crisps 
we didn’t know how we were 

going to sell them, and just 

hoped one day we might sell a 

lorryload.
